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Soviet Union 


An Azusa woman and her three companions who 
conceded defeat Monday in seeking the aid of 
prominent Soviet women to learn the fate of their 
husbands missing in Vietnam were today ordered 
out of Russia. 


The women had spent three days in the Soviet 
Union without visas, entering the country from 
Bucharest. They were permitted by Soviet authori­ 
ties to stay at a small hotel near the airport to 
await flight out of the country or permission to 
remain. 


Today they were told to board a flight to Kar­ 
achi, Pakistan.

F'Orce ( apt. John K. Hardy, was shot down over 
Vietnam in October 1967, and the three other wives 
reported that they had been unable to talk with

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City Council 
Asks Law on 
Bottomless 


Over the strong objections from a member, the 
Pomona ( ity Council Monday afternoon made two 
initial moves against topless and bottomless enter­ 
tainment. 


On a 4-1 vote, City Atty. Robert Gustaveson was 
asked to drat; an ordinance prohibiting such perfor­ 
mances in the city. 


By an identical vote, the council also instructed 
the planning commission to begin proceedings to 
amend the zoning ordinance so that live entertain­ 
ment will not he permitted in any zone without a 
conditional use permit. 


The ’‘no’' vote both times was cast by Council­ 
man ( lay Bryant, who in 
the past 
has 
strongly 
called for such an ordinance. 


This led Mayor Ben Lawing to remark that he 
was perplexed by Bryant’s opposition to the moves. 


Bryant explained that he had since visited top 
less bars and had changed his view on the matter. 
He invited the council to do the same before taking 
any action, but received no takers. 


The actions were taken after Gustaveson, in a 
five-page recommendation, said recent court deci­ 
sions suggested the possibility that such an ordi­ 
nance would hold up in court. 


Two months ago. the chances that the ordinance 
would be upheld “ looked dismal.” but the prospects 
have since improved, said Gustaveson. 


He suggested that the Pomona ordinance be pat­ 
terned after those in Los Angeles County, San Ber­ 
nardino County and the City of Los Angeles. 


Gustaveson said he could not say that the ordi­ 
nance would stand up to court tests but “at least 
I’m in a position now to say maybe." 


“ Vulgarity is usually in the mind of the person 
that’s looking.” said Bryant, explaining that he did 
not mean to say he was for such entertainment. 


He said he would rather wait for the courts to 
decide on the topless and bottomless shows, adding 
that such a Pomona ordinance would have the ef­ 
fect of harassing bar owners before the issue is 
settled. 


“ I think the peopie of this community would like 
to have an ordinance on the books prohibiting top­ 
less entertainment,” safd Lawing. 


The mayor said he did not feel It was necessary 
for him to go into the moral reasons for his stand. 
Gustaveson said he had submitted the recom­ 
mendation so that no one could accuse him of being 
derelict in his duties by not informing the council 
on developments in the nude entertainment battle. 
The city attorney said he has been approached 
by a number of residents about having such an 
ordinance. 


Bryant commended Gustaveson on his research 
and apologized for being “ flip-flop,” but said he 
could not at this time justify the ordinance. 


City

Yorty May Challenge 
Unruh for Nomination 


SACRAMENTO (U PI)-D em -

Ronald Reagan were “ immea­ 
surably strengthened" by San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioio’s 
decision not to contest him for 
the Democratic nomination. 
Several leading

Unruh, the only major candi­ 
date for the nomination. 
But Yorty, who calls himself 
a “ maverick.” issued a state­ 
ment 
attacking 
Unruh 
and 
leaving the door slightly open 
for hus own possible candidacy. 
Yorty ran for the Democratic 
nomination in 1966 and was de 
feaied by former Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown.

memorial, and protest groups 
planned a larger demonstration 
Wednesday.

Aid From British 
Okayed for Biafra

allow Britain to fly in 10 tons of 
medical supplies for the til and 
starving refugees of the Niger­ 
ian Civil War. In New York, top 
United Nations officials worked 
quietly 
to 
avert

Congo” in Nigeria. 


Gowon accepted the surren­ 
der of Biufra, which fought a 
31-month civil 
war 
after 
its 
secession on May 30, 1967, and 
said, “This ts Nigeria’s greatest 
moment—the moment of victo­ 
ry ” His statement marked an 
end fo the conflict in which two 
million persons died. Offers of 
aid 
for 
the 
estimated 
two 
million persons threatened with 
starvation poured in from the 
free nations of the world. The 
Soviet 
Union, 
however, 
said 
shipments of food to Biafra was 
“ interference 
in 
the 
internal 
affairs of Nigeria.” 


Officials of the U N. Child­ 
ren’s Fund appealed to the Big

UNICEF officials said 
they were only acting as liaison

SDS Radicals: A Clue 
To Their Naivete 


Following their store and car window-smashing at­ 
tack on downtown Chicago last October, which some- 
fedw failed to stir the lethargic, oppressed m asses in 
America to revolution, m em bers of the radical Weath­ 
erman faction of Students for a Dem ocratic Society who 
had escaped arrest held a self-criticism session. 
This is a regular practice faithfully observed by 
all good Communists and other fanatics. 
It was agreed that the window-breaking had been 
a good idea. But som e W eathermen objected, writes 
John Kiiner in the New York Tim es magazine, that 
Volkswagens as well as “ruling-class” automobiles had 
been sm ashed during the orgy. 
Now judging a person by the kind of car he owns 
can be about as useful as judging him by the color of 
his hair. Cadillacs m ay be seen parked in front of the 
shabbiest slum dwellings; som e bank presidents drive 
Volkswagens. 
If there w ere not already 
exam ple alone would illustrate 
are som e of “the best-informed generation in history." 
How did they get that way? Somewhere along the 
line a lot of young people have been misinformed or 
malinformed or not informed at all. 


What's Your Line? 


It sounds about as exciting as the daily stock quo­ 
tations on lettuce futures, but one of the most “brows- 
able” reference works Is the Department of Labor's 
“Dictionary of Occupational Titles." 
This is a two-volume compendium listing 35,550 oc­ 
cupations from A&E (aircraft and engine i m echanic 
to zylo mounter (one who sets lenses in eyeglass 
fram es). 
Many of the titles would stump the “W hat’s My 
Line?" panel at its sharpest. Here are a few that 
caught the eyes of editors at the National Geographic 
Society: 
A “snow flicker” sounds like a winter-loving cou­ 
sin of the yellow-bellied sapsucker, but he's really a 
guy who keep’s parking m eters open for coins by re­ 
moving snow and ice. No kidding. 
Sim ilarly, a “snowman” chips ice and frost from 
refrigerator coils. 
An “ inflation tester” doesn’t conduct surveys of 
food prices. He inspects balloons and rubber gloves 
on the production line. 
A “crabber” may or may not be hard to get along 
with as he tends textile equipment. A “gin clerk" 
never imbibes on his job — keeping track of cotton 
hales. 
A “frog shaker” has nothing against the little am ­ 
phibians. He just helps process tobacco. A “chamber- 
man" is not a valet to the king. He m akes sulphuric 
acid. 
The catalogue is constantly changing as new jobs 
are created and old ones are upgraded with fancier 
titles. 
For exam ple, in some parts of the country dish­ 
washers are known as “utensil maintenance men” and 
bill collectors have somehow been transformed into 
“guidance workers.” 
It’s all in a day’s work. 


Early Start 


Em eryville is an average California city faced 
with a not so average task: educating its young people 
to the dangers involved with taking drugs. The school 
district has ear-marked $1,700 for a program that is 
perhaps the most ambitious one of its kind in the 
country. 
Two drug consultants, John Meltooe and Bruce 
Terwilliger, have been hired by the school district to 
wage a community-awareness program to help curb 
the ever increasing rise in drug abuse. Their philoso­ 
phy is simple: start them in kindergarten — don’t wait 
until it is too late. 
“Drug abuse is a sociological sore/* Meltone con­ 
tends. “Awareness and preventive programs will min­ 
imize the thirst for experience.” And to show he knows 
what h e’s talking about, he and his colleague have 
structured their program to give the basic “do’s and 
don’ts” to their youngest pupils; to stress chemical 
breakdowns and drug effects to those about to gradu­ 
ate to junior high school, and giving only information 
— no rhetoric — to high school students. Sermonizing 
turns these young people off, they observe. 
Parents too have been brought into the picture. 
They are supplied with information and are asked to 
spread it around their block. Soon Meltone and Ter- 
williger hope to enlist the services of those once “hook­ 
ed" by the drug habit to help dissem inate informa­ 
tion. “We have found that this approach works with 
the whole fam ily and that’s why we re working with 
the entire com m unity,” they say. 
This is an exciting approach to a tragic and crucial 
problem; one that m erits emulation by other com­ 
munities.

The one-vote margin of the 
Nixon victory to deploy t h e 
anti-ballistic missile c a l l e d 
Safeguard was only the first 
engagement. 
l>espite current backing and 
filling, it appears almost cer­ 
tain that the Pentagon will 
have to return for a bigger 
chunk of money to move the 
ABM forward. This is the all- 
too familiar history of n e w 
weapons systems. Rooted in 
the mulch of a first authoriza­ 
tion of several hundred mill­ 
ions of dollars, their rapid and 
inevitable 
growth 
demands 
billions in fertilization. 
Push From Soviets 
The push comes from the 
Soviet Union’s greatly accel­ 
erated 
buildup of the SS-9 
missile. This buildup is deep­ 
ly 
disturbing 
not 
alone 
to 
Pentagon planners and tech­ 
nologists but to scientists and 
others concerned with reach­ 
ing an agreement with the So­ 
viets tor a pause in the arms 
race. The number of SS-9s now 
in place may be as high as 
280. each with a range of 20 
to 25 megatons—equivalent to 
20 to 25 million tons of TNT. 
But is Safeguard, an anti- 
ballistic missile intended to 
protect America’s interconti- 
fiental Minuteman missile, a 
genuine and dependable count­ 
er to the SS-9? That is the 
question which will be raised 
when the Pentagon goes to 
Congress for funds for Phase 
II of the ABM p r o g r a m . 
Phase 
I 
covered 
only two 
ABM systems, one in Mon­ 
tana and one in North Dakota. 
And 
the amount 
authorized 
was S759 million. Phase II. 
anticipating a total of 12 to 
14 ABM deployments, w i l l 
cost many billions over a pe­ 
riod of years. 
Devastating Memo 
A memorandum from one 
of 
America’s 
top 
-nuclear 
physicists with full access to 
all intelligence data is in the 
hands of a senator who ex­ 
pects to take a leading part 
in fighting a request for more 
ABM billions. The memoran­ 
dum, wholly technical in na­ 
ture without any political or 
emotional 
coloring, 
is 
dev­ 
astating 
in its criticism or 
Safeguard s futility as a pro­ 
tective device: 
“The intended deployment 
(Phase 
I » consists of 
PAR 
and MSP 
radars at the 
iwo 
sites, and 
a very small num­ 
ber of interceptor missiles. A 
substantial fraction of these 
interceptors has to be dedi­ 
cated to 
’defending the 
de­ 
fense.’ that is to defend those 
radars which are the eyes of 
the system. It is even more 
certain that the PARs (which 
have never been built or test­ 
ed) cannot be conservatively 
expected to contribute to the 
defense of the Minuteman be­ 
cause of 
doubts as to 
how 
they will function in a nuclear 
environment. For this reason 
reliance on the Safeguard sys­ 
tem to defend itself must rest 
entirely on 
the two MSR.x, 
each of which costs close to 
$200 million. 
“ Even if the defense works 
perfectly, the number of Mm- 
utemen which can be saved 
by Phase I deployment is so 
small (hat the cost of Safe­ 
guard pet Minuteman is enor- 
ously higher 
than 
the cost 
of each silo and its missile. 
We are thus paving an insur­ 
ance premium many t i m e s 
more the value of the property 
covered by the insurance. 
“The strength of the Min­ 
uteman forte is the multipli­ 
city of its missiles; 
if some 
get hit but survive, retalia­ 
tion will follow and the attack­ 
er knows this. It simply does 
not make sense to defend all 
these missiles with a single ra 
dar; if the radar is gone the 
entire defense is dead.

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JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
GOP Governors Unhappy Over 
Treatment From White House 


GOP governors are begin­ 
ning to show the same sort of 
discontent over President Nix­ 
on that exploded in Democrat­ 
ic statehouses in 1966 against 
President Johnson. 
At 
that time, 
Democratic 
governors blamed Johnson for 
the party’s poor showing in the 
polls and angrily complained 
about his lack of liaison with 
state capitals. 


In 
fact, 
Missouri’s 
Gov, 
Warren Hearnes said bluntly 
that the party “ might be bet­ 
ter off with someone else ’ in 
the 1968 presidential elections. 
Johnson labored mightily to 
woo the disgruntled governors 
with plane trips to the LBJ 
Ranch and frequent briefings. 
Bur the damage was done, 
and as late as March 1968, 
only 14 of the 24 were back in 
the LBJ corral. 
President Nixon’s failure to 
maintain close liaison with the 
32 R e p u b l i c a n governors 
hasn’t yet resulted in a whole­ 
sale fence-kicking. But insid­ 
ers in several GOP - controlled 
states have begun whispering 
their 
unhappiness 
over 
the 
offhanded treatment they are 
getting from the White House. 
They were annoyed, for ex­ 
ample, when Nixon sent Vice 
President Agnew to the Repub­ 
lican Governors Conference in 
Hot Springs. Ark., last Decem­ 
ber instead of making the trip 
himself. 
They liked his plan, howev­ 
er, to return part of federal 
tax haul to the states, with no 
strings 
attached. 
They 
as­ 
sumed 
he 
would 
lay 
the* 
groundwork for action in Jan ­ 
uary, but state house staffers 
have hotly told this column 
that Nixon has made no real 
move to get House hearings 
going. 
Gov. Shafer Fears Dem Sweep 
(iov. Ronald Reagan, chair­ 
man of the GOP governors, 
has not openly criticized Nix­ 
on tor Ins failure to keep in 
closer personal touch with the 
governors. Bui the vice chair­ 
man, 
Pennsylvania’s 
G 0 v. 
Raymond Shafer, has sorrow­ 
fully told friends that the Pres­ 
ident has let him down and 
increased Democratic chanc 


es of taking over the Harris­ 
burg state house in 1970. 
In Indiana, (iov. E d g a r 
Whitcomb has told aides that 
he is unhappy with the help 
he is getting from the admin­ 
istration in several areas. But 
his strongest complaint, sig­ 
nificantly, is over the inade­ 
quate federal funds that have 
been made available to fight 
crime in the streets. 
Republican 
politicians 
in 
the states, while admiring Nix­ 
on personally as a saw v poli­ 
tician, are scornful of what 
one called “a stable full of 
lawyers and public relations 
men” in the White House. 
E v e n liberal Republicans 
arc impressed with conserva­ 
tive Harry Dent, an experi­ 
enced political pro himself. 
But they regard such aides as 
Brice 
Harlow, John 
Erlich- 
rnann and Lynn Nofziger as in­ 
experienced nr inept. 
Erliehmann has come un­ 
der special sarcasm lor his 
Pollvanny comments on what 
the White House is doing to 
solve pollution problems. The 
truth is that the state houses 
have been given pollution aid 
they 
don’t 
need 
and 
have 
been 
denied

need most urgently. 
The failure of the W h i t e 
House to help the governors 
in such crucial areas has got 
them perspiring over the 1970 
elections. Thirty-seven gover­

Only in the Southern states 
has Vice President A g n e w 
really done he 
work as the 
President's special envov to 
state capitals. 
Liberal GOP 
gubernatorial candidates are 
particularly 
resentful

Southern strategy. 
President Nixon has been in 
office only a vear, so the gov 
em ors’ ferment has a l o n g 
time to go before it produces 
the hitler wine of President 
Johnson’s Christmas, 1966, gu­ 
bernatorial revolt.

Lyndon 
Johnson 
tried 
to 
manage the news while he oc­ 
cupied the White House. Af­ 
ter a 
year alone with his 
memories, he is now trying to 
manage history. 
All 
Presidents, of course, 
have sought to present the 
best possible face* to the pub­ 
lic. But no President e v e r 
worked harder at it than LBJ. 
Once he summoned the gov­ 
ernm ent’s top press agents to 
the White House and berated 
them for failing to build him 
up to hero dimensions. He told 
»hem petulantly: “ You’re not 
getting 
my 
picture 
on 
the 
front page the way you did 
President Kennedy’s.*' 
LBJ, despite his recent pro­ 
testations of friendship, dis­ 
liked 
the 
late 
Sen. 
Robert 
Kennedy so intensely that he 
struck 
people 
off 
his 
list 
whom he suspected might be 
friendlv with Kennedy. Insid­ 
ers sav that LBJ deliberately 
destroved the party organiza­ 
tion because of an obsessive 
fear 
that 
Kennedy 
might 
wrest control of the Democrat­ 
ic National Committee. 
Lvndon Johnson’s first con­ 
tribution to recorded history 
was produced while he was 
still in the White House. He 
issued 
a 
pictorial 
history 
c a l l e d “The Living White 
House,” 
which 
contains 
63 
pictures of LBJ and his fam­ 
ily. George Washington, t h e 
father of our country, rated 
only two. 
Abraham Lincoln 
was 
allotted 
six 
pictures. 
More space is devoted to the 
wedding of LBJ’s daughter, 
Luci, than to all the other 
eleven White House weddings 
combined. 
If the reader flips through 
the pages of this publication 
too fast, he may get the im­ 
pression that LBJ succeeded 
George Washington and was 
re - elected at frequent in­ 
tervals thereafter. 
Now Lyndon Johnson, in a 
series of television interviews, 
is offering the nation s o m e 
more history. As usual, this 
is the LBJ version of history.

In a Jumble 
With 21/, years to go the 
the next nomination decision, 
today’s Democrats are in a 
jumble. 
Post-Chappaquiddick, there 
was a natural surge toward 
Sen, 
Edmund 
Muskte 
of 
Maine, the 1968 vice presi­ 
dential nominee. His reputa­ 
tion for cool-headed integrity, 
for a kind of low-key reason­ 
ableness, stood him in good 
stead as leaders looked fran­ 
tically about.

A — Tlie Dow .tones R ail average has undergone 
a m ajor face-lifting in order to bring it apace with 
tin* times. R ails as the m ajor transporter of freight 
and passengers have had to step aside for airlines 
and truckers. Reflecting this change, Dow Jones an­ 
nounced on Dec. 21, lh il), that the R ail average would 
be supplanted by a Transportation average effective 
the first trading day’ of 1 ‘>70. 
The same number of stocks, twenty, have been 
used in the new average. Eleven rails in the form er 
computation remain intact, but nine have been re­ 
placed by' six m ajor airlines and three nationwide 
tiuekers.
